merly with the Begum's Aumils. And it is here ſuſpected of me that my Aumil plundered the Pro- 
perty of Mr. John Gordon. The Caſe is this: Mr. John Gordon arrived at Tandah, a Jagheer of 
mine, fighting with the Zemindars of Akbeerpoor, which belongs to the Kalſeh. Accordingly Mr. 
John Gordon having come to Tandah, my Aumil performed whatever appertained to his Duty, 
Afterwards Mr. John Gordon wrote to me to ſend my People, that he might come with them to 
Fyzabad. I ſent People accordingly to bring Mr. John Gordon, and the ſaid Gentleman arrived 
here in complete Safety; and Mr. John Gordon is now, preſent, ; alk him yourſelf of theſe Matters, 
Mr. John Gordon will repreſent Matters in Detail; the Truth will then become known, how ill— 
founded the Calumny is. Should you come here for a few Days it will be very well, and if not! 
will wait on you; and your coming here is very neceſſary,” that all my Affairs may become 
arranged; and ſend a ſpeedy Anſwer to my Letters, and Letter to Aſuph ud Dowla, and Mr,

N* 1. Copy of a Letter from Hyder Beg Khan to Ally Ibrahim Khan. 


Your affectionate Letter arrived at Fyzabad Palace on the 24th Mohurrem; you wrote that at the 
Time of taking Leave of his Highneſs, after what had paſſed concerning the Settlement of Affairs, 
and the Permanency of the Proſperity of his Highneſs, and of the Company's Well-wiſhers, it 
occurred to your Mind, that good Order would ſpeedily aſſume Form from his Highneſs, and from the 
Nawab Huſſen Reza Khan, and from me; but that as yet ſeveral Affairs were not come to Height; 
that it was incumbent I ſhould perform them with Expedition, otherwiſe that there would be Cauſe 
for my being ſpoken againſt, and my Engagements obtain no Credit. My Friend, I became greatly 
aſtoniſhed and affected on underſtanding theſe Things, becauſe the Nawab Huſſen Reza Khan, and 
myſelf, knew the bettering of ourſelves to be dependant on the good Order of the Affairs of his High- 
neſs's Sircar, and of the Company's; and from the Time of my coming here I know not that any Af. 
fair has been delayed; and I have executed whatever came to my Underſtanding, as appertaining to 
Loyalty to his Highneſs's Sircar, and to the Company's Sircar, which in Truth are one and the 
ſame ; and alſo whatever Mr. Middleton commanded. However, in ſome Matters, which have not 
yet been treated of, perceiving the Proſperity of his Highneſs's Affairs, and Good-will to the Com- 
| pany's Sircar therein, I came to Fyzabad with a Determination concerning them, and to the utmoſt 
of my Power have laboured in forwarding them; no Manner of Neglect has or ſhall take Place. 
But in the Performance of ſeveral beneficial Operations the whole Court has become adverſe to me;

Middleton have not recollected; therefore, acknowledging the Errors to which Human Nature 1s 
ſubject, I requeſt Information what Buſineſs it is, of which you ſay ſeveral Matters have not been 
pertormed ; if you will write particularly, I will exert myſelf therein to the utmoſt of my Power, in a 
much as I am not wanting to Submiſſion and Obedience. Write to me ſpeedily a detailed Anſwer, 
for I labour under much Diſquiet and Anxiety: I cannot become convinced without Information. 4 
1 am perfectly certain that nothing of Mr, Middleton's Commands have with my Knowledge been 
neglected, therefore, ſuſpecting myſelf of ſome. Error, I have' requeſted Information as to what you 
wrote, that I ſhould make Haſte in the Affairs, and give Information, and ſo on Occaſion it would 
de remembered.“ You may underſtand my Conduct from others, that Night and Day I am em- 
ployed on the Affairs of his Highneſs's and the Company's Sircars, and with perfect Content of Mind. 
You: may on Occaſion recall it to Remembrance, that as far as I am able I neither have nor ſhall 
tail in the Buſineſs of both Sircars, which are as one and the ſame; and that, conſidering the Favou' 
of God, and the Kindneſs of Mr. Haſtings, Governor General, and turning not aſide, I will ext"

From the Time that your friendly Letter arrived, containing this, that ſome of the Matters which were 
treated of for the Benefit of the Sircars of his Highneſs and of the Company were not yet performed, 
my Heart has ſuffered great Diſquietude : From the Time of my coming here I have exerted myſelf 
in thoſe Matters, and I know my Proſperity to be in the good Order of the Affairs of his Highneſs 
and of the Company, and Mr. Middleton and Mr. Johnſon are appointed here; and whatever has 
occurred to me for the Benefit of both Sircars, I have repreſented to both Gentlemen, and imploring 
their Aſſiſtance, I employ myſelf in the Performance thereof, In getting Poſſeſſion of the Jaghcers 
of his Highneſs's Relations there have been great Difficulties ; but viewing the Service of his High- 
neſs, 1 have not attended to the Diſcontent of any One; and Mr, Middleton, in conformity to Mr, 
Haſtings's Directions, gives me his Aſſiſtance.

and if I be in your Parts ſuſpected of Negligence and Lazineſs, do me the Juſtice to conceive, how 


great would be my Diſquietude. However, I truſt that my Efforts and good Wiſhes are not in vain. 
The Nawab Governor General is juſt and penetrating, he will afford ſome Comfort, and take me 
by the Hand. I am ſurprized that, notwithſtanding theſe Circumſtances, of which you muſt have 
had daily Intelligence, you ſhould have written, that ſeveral Matters are not yet performed, and 
that for the future my Promiſes would not meet Credit. Alas!

Favours. They aſked for a Paper of Requeſts, which I accordingly wrote, and gave to them, 
they afterwards ſpoke about Ten Lacks of Rupees, for the Expences of the Sircar of the Con. 
pany ; next they ſpoke about Four Regiments, that I ſhould employ them, from the Company, 
Troops, in the Sebundys of my Country. —Reſpecting theſe Two Articles, although I have 90 
Power, yet as Major William Palmer repeatedly ſaid, that this would be giving Pleaſure to the Nayzh 
(meaning your Highneſs) being remedileſs, in Obedience to your Will, I wrote a Letter to Maj 
Palmer in the Manner I agreed to it, from which you will become acquainted with it. They non 
ſay, that as important Matters are in Hand, for the Expences of the Company's Sircar I muſt give 
60 Lacks of Rupees, by Way of Loan; that either I muſt borrow it from the Merchants, and from 

my Relations, and take a Bond, or give Aſſignments on the Country: After Two Years, when 
this Matter ſhall have been ſettled, that Money ſhall be repaid. My Country and Propery 
belong to your Highneſs. To the utmoſt of my Life, I am not backward in the Company! 
Affairs, and your Highneſs's Pleaſure. By the Bleſſing of God you are wiſe in the Time; 
the full Particulars of my Country are not concealed from you: How ſhall I make know 
my Situation? From the Time that theſe Propoſitions have been made, all Judgment has | 
my Mind. After the Death of the deceaſed Nawab, on Account of the Greatneſs of the Ex. 
pences of the Army of the Sircar of the Company, which was here, I ſupported myſelf in 
in a Manner that I cannot deſcribe, I never found Reſource equal to the neceſſary Expences : Every 
Year, by taking from the Miniſters, and ſelling the Articles of my Karkhanna, I with great Diſtr 
tranſacted the Buſineſs, but I could not take Care of my Dependants; ſo that ſome of my Brother, 
from their Difficulties, aroſe and departed, and the People of the Khord Mahault of the late Navab, 
who are all my Mother's, from their Diſtreſſes are reduced to Poverty and involved in Difficultis 
No Man of Rank is deficient in the Care of his Dependants, in Proportion to his Ability. Notith. 
ſtanding the Exiſtence of theſe Diſtreſſes, I am thankful, and ready to ſatisfy you; but never ya 
the Money of Tuncas for the Brigades, &c. received without a Balance from the Jaidad of the Com. 
pany; and yet the Gentlemen, to the utmoſt of their Abilities, were guilty of no Neglect in takin 
Aſſignments, and collecting the Money. This Year, that you from your Goodneſs having diſcover 
the State of my Diſtreſſes, recalled the Brigade and Battalions, and granted me an Engagement that 
all Matters ſhould be as in the Time of the deceaſed Nawab, I took from my Mother, and diſcharge 
the Balances to the Company's Sircar, as they appeared from my Bond. Many Years are required i 
relieve me from the former Diſtreſſes. I know that as you, from real Affection, had releaſed me fron 
the Weight of Expences, I ſhould have ſome ſmall Relief from the neceſſary Expences. At thi 
Time theſe Propoſitions are brought forward, my Brother and Companions, from the Reſumption d 
the Jagheers, are reduced to great Affliction and Diſtreſs. From the Mahajens of this Town, ſhould 
1 requeſt the Loan of One or Two Lacks of Rupees, they cannot give it, having no Reſources. | 
have never been deficient in the Friendſhip of the Company, and Obedience to your Pleaſure, I hare 
looked upon my Difficulties as a Cauſe of Satisfaction, and am always ready to execute your Com. 
mands. In theſe Propoſitions I am aſtoniſhed and confounded at my bad Fortune, that I ſhould har 
ſuch a compaſſionate Friend as your Highneſs, and be involved in ſuch a Situation. What Anlve 
can I give, and how can I ſupport my Lite? Difficulty with your Favour becomes eaſy ; what is ealy 
by your Neglect, becomes difficult. Night and Day paſs in Grief and Affliction. Either make loose 
my Difficulties, or elſe call me to your Preſence. I will reſide with your Highneſs; and whenever yu 
ſhall give me my Diſmiſſion, with the Favour and Affection which belong to you, I ſhall return ton 
Country, and be releaſed from continual Afliticis, Z

In Anſwer to your Demand of a Loan of 60 Lacks of Rupees, I repreſented and explained to you 
with the greateſt Reverence the full Particulars of my Inabilities; that in Caſes where I have Power 
and Ability IJ am never hegligent, to the Extent of my Life, in promoting the Affairs of the Com- 
pany's Sircar, and in obeying the Nawab Governor's Orders. You in my Preſence ſpoke to me, and 
ſent a Meſſage to me, that if I did not give 60 Lacks of Rupees by Way of Loan, the Nawab Go- 
yernor would be highly diſpleaſed, and would quit my Friendſhip, and would alſo recal the old Bri- 
gade which is here, and beſide that whatever may be the Nawab Governor's Will, you did not know. 
Why did not you give me prior Information that it would proceed to this Extremity ? 

My Friend, the Friendſhip of the Company, the Nawab Governor, and the Gentlemen of the 


Council, is fixed in my Heart, and I have remained ſo inattentive and forgetful, from a Dependance 


on their Friendſhip and Satisfaction, that I have nothing left to me but my Name, and every Thing 
belongs to them. 


To the Glorious and Omnipotent God it is known, what Diſtreſſes having brought upon myſelf in 


the Obedience to his Pleaſure, I have ſupported Life. Notwithſtanding all this, you make theſe Kinds 
of Propoſitions and Meſſages on Behalf of the Governor. I had never an Idea that the Nawab 
Governor would behave in ſuch a Manner towards me, as to withdraw his Favour and Friendſhip, If 
It is really and fully known to you, that the Nawab's Will is to ceaſe the Connection, I will go myſelf 
to his Preſence, and explain my Situation. Had I any Reſources I would not make any Delay and 
Excuſes. If the Nawab will be favourable, it is well; if not, I will remain there, as I, conformably 
to the Nawab's Letter, conſider what you ſay to have been ſpoken by the Nawab, having repre- 
ſented all my Particulars : When you anſwer that in future there will be no Blame on you for the Dif- 
grace of this Place, therefore being remedileſs, I write this much, that my Friendſhips for the Company, 


the Nawab, and the Gentlemen of Council, are not ſuch as to be thrown to the Wind without a Cauſe;

27. E XTRACT of an Arzie, written from Rajah Gobind Raum to the Vizier, by the Governor 


General's Directions: Written 27th Auguſt 1782. 


This Day the Governor General ſent for me in private. After recapitulating the various Informa- 


tions he had received, teſpecting the Anarchy and Confuſion ſaid to reign throughout your High- 


neſs's Country; and Complaints, that neither your Highneſs, or Hyder Beg Khan, or Mr, Middleton, 
or Mr. Johnſon, ever wrote to him on the State of your Affairs; or, if he ever received a Letter from 


your Preſence, it always contained Aſſertions contrary to the above Information; the Governor Ge- 
neral proceeded as follows: That it was his Intention to have appointed Mr. David Anderſon to ak- 


tend upon your Highneſs, but that he was ſtill with Scindia, and there was no Proſpect of his ſpeedy 
Return from his Camp; therefore it was now his Wiſh to appoint Mr. John Briſtow, who was well 
experienced in Buſineſs, to Lucknow. That when Mr. Briſtow formerly held the Office of Reſident 


there, he was not appointed by him; and that, notwithſtanding he had not ſhewn any Inſtances of 
Diſobedience, yet he had deemed it neceſſary to recall him, becauſe he had been patronized and ap- 


pointed by Gentlemen who were in Oppoſition to him, and had counteracted and thwarted all his 


| Meaſures : That this had been his Reaſon for recalling Mr. Briſtow. That ſince Mr. Francis's Return 


to Europe, and the Arrival of Information of the Death of the other Gentlemen, the King and the 


Company had declared their Approbation of his (the Governor General's) Conduct, and had conferred 
upon him the moſt ample Powers. That they had ſent out Mr. Macpherſon, who was his old and 
particular Friend; and that Mr. Stables, who was on his Way here as a Member of the Supreme 


Council, was alſo his particular Friend. That Mr, Wheler had received Letters from Europe, in- 


forming him, that the Members of Council were enjoined all of them to co-operate and act in Con- 
junction with him, in every Meaſure which ſhould be agreeable to him; and that there was no one in 
Council now who was not entirely united with him; and conſequently, that his Authority was perfect 


and complete. That Mr. Briſtow, as it was known to me, had returned to Europe ; but that during 


his Stay there, he had never ſaid any Thing diſreſpectful of him, or endeavoured to injure him; on the 


contrary, he had received Accounts from Europe, that Mr. Briſtow had ſpoken much in his Praiſe; 
ſo that Mr. Briſtow's Friends there had become his F riends, That Mr. Briſtow had lately been in- 
tioduced to him by Mr, Macpherſon—had explained his paſt Conduct perfectly to his Satisfaction;

and had requeſted from him the Appointment to Lucknow and had declared, in the Event of his 
obtaining. the Appointment, that he ſhould ſhew every Mark of Attention and Obedience to the 
Pleaſure of your Highneſs, and his, the Governor's; ſaying, that your Highneſs was well pleaſed with 
him; and that he knew what you had written formerly was at the Inſtigation of Mr. Middleton. 
That in conſequence of the foregoing, he, the Governor, had determined to have appointed Mr, Briſtow 
to Lucknow, but had poſtponed his Diſmiſſion to his Office for the following Reaſons ; viz. People at 
Lucknow might think that Mr. Briſtow had obtained his Appointment in Conſequence of Orders from 
Europe, and contrary to the Governor's Inclination : But as the contrary was the Caſe, and as he 


now conſidered Mr. Briſtow as the Object of his own particular Patronage, therefore he directed me 
to forward Mr. Briſtow's Arzie to the Preſence; and that it was the Governor's Wiſh that your 


Highneſs, on the Receipt thereof, weuld write a Letter to him, and as from yourlelt requeſt of him 
that Mr. Briſtow may be appointed to Lucknow; and that you would write an Anſwer to this 
Arzie, expreſſive of your perſonal Satisfaction on the Subject. The Governor concluded with In- 
junction, that until the Arrival of your Highneſs's Letter, requeſting the Appointment of Mr. Briſtow, 
and your Anſwer to this Arzie, I ſhould keep the Particulars of this Converſation a profound Secret; 
for that the Communication of it to any Perſon whatever would not only cauſe his Diſpleaſure, but 
would throw Affairs at Lucknow into great Confuſion. The preceding is the Subſtance of the Go- 
vernor's Directions to me. He afterwards went to Mr. Macpherſon's, and I attended him. Mr. 
Briſtow was there. The Governor took Mr. Briſtow's Arzie from his Hand, and delivered it into 
mine, and thence proceeded to Council. Mr. Briſtow's Arzie, and the following Particulars, I tranſ- 


mit and communicate by the Governor's Direction; and I requeſt that I may be favoured with the 


Anſwer to this Arzie, and the Letter to the Governor, as ſoon as poſſible, as his Injunctions to me

Ar the Time that Empire was united, Matters were conſidered with Deliberation, It does not fig- 
nify, it is paſt, Now that on every Side the Appearance of Confufion and War prevails, and that he 
waits an Opportunity under theſe Circumſtances ; that he keeps up a Chain of Correſpondence with 
every one; and my Subjects privately expreſs their Wiſhes to me; in ſuch Times, what is your 
Pleaſure and Advice concerning him? Whatever is your Pleaſure, command that the Buſineſs may 


be done, When an Opportunity offers, if you neglect it, the Evil will increaſe. It is proper to con- 
ider the Conſequence of puniſhing this Race, as there are no Hopes of their ultimate Fidelity.

| that the Nawab himſelf had no perſonal Objection to him, I directed Raja Gobind Raum to receive 
and forward the Letter, and to inform the Nawab that the Appointment of Mr. Briſtow ſhould de- 
pend upon his Pleaſure, which in all Things J have made it my Study to conſult and promote; but 
leſt the Nawab, from the Recollection of paſt Tranſactions, might miſconſtrue my Recommendation 
into an oſtenſible Profeſſion, and on that Account expreſs Reluctance to aſſent to the Appointment, 
I defired Raja Gobind Raum to explain very particularly to che Nawab, both that I had a very high, 
Eſteem for Mr. Briſtow, and an entire Confidence on his Attachment and Integrity, and the Reaſons 


which had produced this Alteration in my Sentiments reſpecting that Gentleman; at the ſame Time 
I mention the Defection and Treachery of Almas Ali Khan, and the diſordered State to which he had 


abandoned the Province of Do-aub, and the other Provinces of which he had the Charge. The like 
Symptoms appear in the Conduct of the Aumil of Rohilkand, and the general Diſobedience and 


Confuſſon which prevailed in every Part of the Nawab's Dominions, of which, though known to all 


Mankind, I never received any Information, either from the Nawab, yourſelf, or from Mr, Middleton. 


In Anfwer to this Letter, Raja Gobind Raum received a Perwanna from the Nawab, containing Com- 


plaints and Reproaches at my Interference in his Affairs, and his Unwillingneſs to receive any 
Agent from me, but without any perſonal Diſlike to Mr. Briſtow, in whoſe Appointment he ſhould 


acquieſce, if I choſe to make it. Theſe Sentiments and theſe Expreſſions are neither conſonant to 


the Benevolence of the Nawab's Temper, nor to the Friendſhip which I know he poſſeſſes for me, 
but were dictated for other Purpoſes, known to yourſelf only; they are your Sentiments, and your 
Expreſſions, and not the Nawab's: But my Aſtoniſhment at the other Parts of the Perwanna is not 
to be expreſſed, for it declares all which I had ſaid reſpectigg Almas Ally Khan, and the diſordered 
State of the Nawab's Government, to be entirely falſe, and gut Foundation, and the Inventions of 
incendiary People; and that the Nawab's Government enjoyed the moſt perfect Tranquility and Peace; 
Either theſe Affirmations were dictated by the Nawab, or written without his Knowledge; if they werg

I ſhall not repeat Particulars, having already written to you fully upon them, and the Subject is yy, 
pleaſant ; but I muſt tell you, that ſuch is their. Notoriety that the Report of them is ecchoed to nt 
from all Parts of Hindoſtan and Decan, and the moſt alarming Apprehenſions are expreſſed by ty, 
Agents employed in the remote Affairs of this Government, leſt they ſhould attract the Hoſtiliti,

I write thus plainly to you from Two Motives; the Firſt is, to ſhew how thin the Veil is by which

be to aſſiſt his Views; and even it was probable, that although he ſhould not have entertained ſuch 
Intentions, yet the Removal of the Troops might give.

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Caution is neceſſary againſt the Poſſibilities of Fortune, and perhaps treacherous Perſons might con- 
ſider the Removal of the Futtyghur Troops to be cauſed by an Alteration in the F riendſhip of 
Power of either Side, and might publiſh Falfities; therefore the Council makes this Requeſt, and it 
is incumbent on me alſo to requeſt, from myſelf, that you would conſent to the Continuance of the 
Futtyghur Troops, until the Doubts from theſe Events and theſe Dangers be removed. The Council 
have the ſame Wiſh as you, that when the Futtyghur Troops ſhal) be no longer neceſſary, they 
may be removed. In caſe of the Continuance of the Futtyghur Troops, the new Battalions which 
were raiſing to go there will not be wanted; I therefore requeſt that thoſe Battalions may be diſbanded, 
which will be Relief to your Expences. You will learn further from Major Palmer.

1 have already diſcloſed my Intentions to you of departing for Europe, and I now again inform 
you that my going is fixed for the 19th of Rubbeeulawul.

I had obtained from the Board Aſſurances of the Permanency and Eſtabliſhment of the Plan for 
Affairs at Lucknow, concluded between your Highneſs and myſelf. Accordingly, agreeable to my 
Promiſe, I have declared my Sentiments to the Board, and have obtained from them, in every Way, 
their Acceptance and Conſent, to the Satisfaction of my own Mind, which Mr. Macpherſon will in- 
form you of himſelf; and he will, with my Office, take upon himſelf the Direction of Affairs agreeable 
to my Plans; and to all my Friends, particularly your Highneſs, he will ſhew ſuch Kindneſs, Re- 
gard, and Friendſhip, that it will be ſaid I myſelf ſhall remain. The Pain which I feel at Separation 
from you gracious to Brothers, is not ſuch as to be expreſſed in Words; therefore, on this Subject, 
you muſt eſteem a few Lines as a large Volume, You will firmly aſſure yourſelf, that to my lateſt 
Breath 1 ſhall remain impreſſed with the Brotherly Affection of your Highneſs, and will with Heart

I have received your Letter, in which you write, that the Gentlemen of Council have written to 
you, that Majors Lumſdaine and Gilpin, with Engliſh Battalions, had been ſtationed during the Time 
of Mr, Middleton, agreeably to my Orders, for the Puniſhment of Bulbudder Sing, deceaſed; and that 
they have both ſent into the Council Claims for Money expended by them on various Accounts of 
the Battalions during thoſe Services, which Mr. Middleton at that Time mentioned to Hyder Beg 
Khan, who anſwered, that it ſhould be ſettled by Way of Monthly Allowance, and that you ſhould 
therefore, if I give you Permiſſion, write it in the Accounts. I have learnt from Hyder Beg Khan 
that this Matter was never mentioned to him by Mr. Middleton. God knows how thoſe Gentlemen

Your agreeable Letter, full of Friendſhip, informing me that ſince the Departure of Mr. Haſtings

Country and Property, and of the Company's Government, through Friendſhip are the ſame. Such 
Matters depend upon your Kindneſs, You will learn full Particulars from the Letters of Major 
Palmer. With reſpect to the Expences of the Gentlemen who are here, I have before written in a 
covered Manner; I now write plainly, that I have no Ability to give Money to the Gentlemen, 
becauſe I am indebted many Lacks of Rupees to the Bankers for the Payment of the Company“ 
Debt. At the Time of Mr, Haſtings's Departure I repreſented to him, that J had no Reſources for the 
Expences of the Gentlemen. Mr. Haſtings having aſcertained my diſtreſſed Situation, told me, that 
after his Arrival in Calcutta he would conſult with the Council, and remove from hence the Expences 
of the Gentlemen, and recall every Perſon except the Gentlemen in Office here. At this Time that al 
the Concerns are dependent upon you, and you have in every Point given Eaſe to my Mind, according 
to Mr. Haſtings's Agreement, I hope that the Expences of the Gentlemen may be removed from me, 
and that you may recall every Perſon reſiding here beyond the Gentlemen in Office. Although Major 
Palmer does not at this Time demand any Thing for the Gentlemen, and I have no Ability to give 
them any Thing, yet the Cuſtom of the Engliſh Gentlemen is, when they remain here they will in the 
End aſk for ſomething. This is beſt, that they ſhould be recalled. Mr. Haſtings wrote to me for the 
Abolition of Captain Frith's Battalion. At that Time the Diſturbances of the Seiks exiſted in tlc 
Neighbourhood of Berelly, and my Army was ſtationed on the Ghauts of the River, at thoſe Places 
which at this Seaſon are always fordable. This Year many other Ghauts were fordable, and the Seils 
croſſed over to plunder, which is their Cuſtom. My Army, which was already there, came upon 
them, and puniſhed them, and they, finding no Strength to remain, croſſed back again, and 
returned ; but it became neceſſary to guard all Ghauts, and I therefore ſtationed for the Defence of the 
Berelly Ghauts, my old Battalions, which were fixed at Kherrabad, and the other Mahuls ; and ] ſent 
the Battalions of Captain Frith, which were newly raiſed for the Settlement of the Mahuls of Kherta- 
bad, &c, Thoſe Battalions went under the Command of a Commandant belonging to me, and 10 
Engliſh Gentlemen went there. Ia theſe 4 Battalions, according to the Rule of all my Battalions, there 
are Threee thouſand Men, and the Expence of them, including the Artillery, is 25,000 Rupees in each 
Month. For a little Time I thought this Expence adviſeable, for the Execution of Two important 

Objects, the Settlement of the Country, and the Expulſion of the Seiks, which by the Bleſſing 
of God have both been effected, I have now determined to diſband them after ſatisfying them; bit 
I conſider it proper to guard the Ghauts until Chyte; till when the Fords continue, after that, when 
the River be full, ſo large an Army will not be wanted at the Ghauts. In this Caſe I requeſt you! 
Advice, that as the Army is on a reduced and ſaving Eſtabliſhment, if you chuſe I will keep the 
| Battalions until Chyte; or if you order, I will diſmiſs them immediately. Captain Frith will habe 
no Concern in the Battalions, Commandants belonging to me will command them. With reſpect to 
Lieutenant Polhill's Battalion, which with other Gentlemen, is in Attendance on the Prince, 50 
ordered me to learn his Royal Highneſs's Wiſh, and that if he ſhould be deſirous to keep then, 
they might remain a little Time with him Upon learning his Deſire, I, conformably to your 1 
ſtructions, have conſented to retain the Battalion a little Time, but I did not ſpeak about retain"; 
Lieutenant Polhill, and the other Gentlemen, nor does he continue with me in this Command; 
merely wrote to you in Obedience to his Royal Highneſs's Deſire, requeſting that Lieutenant Polit

extends to the Ghauts of the River in the Neighbourhood of my Country. The Seiks often come 
there. This is not under my Authority, that I ſhould expel them from it; and, from a long Period 
of Years, the Caſe is, that the Chiefs of Delhi do not properly puniſh them; for the puniſhing of 


them is no ſuch great Matter; for the Puniſhment of this Generation of double-faced Villains no ad- 
ditional Expence is required. The Governor General, Mr. Haſtings, when he diſcovered my diſtreſſed 


Situation, engaged to remove the Brigade of Futtyghur; and I, from my Foreſight of Events, got 
Leave to retain Four Battalions, which I had choſen for additional Security; which Four Battalions . 


ſhould be ſtationed at Futtyghur, under the Command of One Officer in my Confidence, and ſhould, 
whenever neceſſary, be ſent under an Aumil to ſettle the Mahals of Saundy, &c. which are under the 
Aumil of Kheirabad, and alſo ſome other Mahals belonging to Berelly, &c. in that Neighbourhood, 


and ſhould return to Futtyghur ; and the Expences of the 4 Battalions, which conſiſt of 3000 Men, with 


9 Guns, being fixed at 25,000 Rupees in each Month, are upon a reduced and ſaving Eſtabliſhment. 
Accordingly, at the Time. of the Diſturbances of the Seiks, my old Battalions, which were ſta- 


tioned in Kheirabad, &c. were ſent to Berelly for the Protection of the Ghauts, and the new-raiſed 


Battalions were ſent to Kheirabad, &c.; and it was determined, that for the Mahals belonging to Hmaſs 


Ally Khan, which extend on the other Side of the River from Anoobther, &c. the Horſemen, and a 
few Battalions from the Horſemen and old Battalions in my Service, attached to llmaſs Ally Khan, 


ſhould be ſent to Anoobther with Artillery, that from that Quarter alſo, making an Attack upon the 


Seiks, they ſhould at the ſame Time protect their own Country. At that Time a Letter arrived to 
this Purport—Thar the Futtyghur Brigade ſhould remain there until the Diſturbances to the Weſt- 


ward be compoſed. I, who am obedient to your Orders, countermanded the March of Ilmaſs 
Ally Khan's People to Anoobther, and did not object to Colonel Cumming's March, becauſe, as 
long as you conceive no Doubt of my Readineſs to execute your Will, One Brigade of the Com- 
pany's Troops is, by the Bleſſing of God, quite ſufficient to puniſh the Enemies of the Weſt; and 


if the Expulſion of any Perſon, who might attempt to invade my Country, could be effected 
by One Brigade, for the Expulſion of the Seiks, who are double-faced Villains, what had been 


done and planned was ſufficient. . I, who am obedient to your Pleaſure and Advice, have troubled 
you with theſe full Particulars, becauſe our Concerns are the ſame, and you from your Kindneſs 
are favourable to my Affairs. Having kindly attended to theſe Circumſtances, write to me whatever 
may be approved by your Mind for the Relief of my Situation, which I ſhall perform—I am 
under your Advice and Directions. Further, in Matters of Government, Preparation 1s proper 
and neceſſary before the Time of Action. When his Majeſty was going from Delhi to Ikbarabad, 
Mr. Haſtings was here; I then told him the ſecret Thoughts of my Mind; that my Country and 
that of the Company were the ſame, and that I had the greateſt Confidence in our mutual Friend- 
ſhip'; and that if any Diſturbance ſhould happen this Year from the Weſtward, I had no Fear or 
Hope from any Perſon ; but that, as the Viciſſitudes of the World could not be depended upon, Self- 
Defence was neceſſary, and that for this Purpoſe à Plan might be very eaſily ſettled for ſetting me at 
Eaſe with reſpect to the Frontiers of my own Country; that if any Perſon ſhould conceive evil 
Deſigns upon my Country, his Expulſion and Puniſhment ſhould be effected from hence; and the 


Plan was this: that I ſhould take out of the Hands of the Zemindars the Command of the two Forts 


of Saſtee and Kumree, on the Frontiers of my Country, which are very good Forts, and of which the 
Zemindar is of a bad Diſpoſition, and does not pay the Company's Money, and is a Promoter of 
iſturbances, and at. his Inſtigation others alſo make Commotions ; and that I ſhould place a Chief 


in my Confidence, with a Party of Troops, in both Forts; and after I ſhould have paid the Company's 


Debt, and the Loans of the Bankers, I ſhould, at the Time of Leiſure and Ability, build ſome other 


COSINE theſe, both large and ſmall, in Places which might be proper, on the Frontiers of my 


>auntry-in>the Dooab,. and ſhould: appoint People from the Preſence into theſe Forts, inſtead of leav- 
ing them under the Aumils of that Province ; and after, if any Perſon ſhould make a Diſturbance, they 
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would be properly puniſhed ; and one Brigade of the 8 s Troops would always remain to 
expel our Enemies: and in this Event, no Perſon would dare to come into my Country even for 
Plunder. — Mr, Haſtings approved of my Propoſal, and it was determined that the Cawnpore 
Brigade ſhould march to turn the Zemindar of that Place, who was well ſupplied with Military 
Stores, out of thoſe two Forts, and that Ilmaſs Ally Khan, alſo joining with his Army and Artillery, 
ſhould aſſiſt in turning him out. — When Mr. Haſtings departed from Luckhow towards Calcutta, he 
told me, that with the Conſent of the Council he would ſend Leave for the Brigade to march. As 
Delays occurred in the Receipt of the Order for the Brigade's March, in the mean Time II maſs Ally 
Khan ſettled the Concerns of the Zemindar of that Place upon a perpetual Aumildaree.— After a 
long Delay, the Order for the March of the Brigade was iſſued. This Matter was — and now

Though Colonel Harper has not explained the Cauſe to me, I find there is an unuſual Delay in 
your Excellency's Aſſent to Matters which, with the Advice of the Council, I have recommended for 
the Security of your Dominion. What I write to your Excellency is firſt conſidered in- Council, and 
Copies of my Letters to your Excellency go regularly to Europe, for the Information of the King of 
Great Britain and the Company. When there are no favourable Anſwers to my Letters from your 
Excellency, how can I be anſwerable for the Security of your Country ? There muſt be ſome bad 
Adviſers about your Excellency ; it is proper they ſhould be known, and removed. It is a Rule with 
me never to liſten to bad Adviſers; nor have I in any Shape attended to thoſe who would wiſh thoſe 
to be exalted who are not Friends to your Highneſs, and thoſe to be employed at Lucknow, on the 
Part of the Engliſh, who formerly met with your Diſpleaſure. 335

33. To the Native Powers: Written the 12th September 1986. 


You will underſtand from various Quarters, that the King of England, and the India Company, 
have been pleaſed to appoint a new Governor General to preſide over the Governments and Affairs of 
the Engliſh in Hindoſtan, 5 

As I conſider you as the true Friend of the Engliſh, I think it proper to explain to you the Cir. 
cumſtances of this Appointment. | 

In the Year 1773, it was found that the different Governments of Bengal, Madras, and Bombay, 
ating under different Councils, independant of each other, and dependant only on the Orders of the 
Company, made ſeparate Engagements—and did not in all Reſpects take the ſame Steps to main. 
tain the ſacred Faith of Engliſh Treaties. Therefore Powers were given by the King and Parlia. 
ment of England to the Governor General and Council of Bengal, over all the Eſtabliſhments and 
Affairs of the Engliſh.—But it has ſince been found that greater Powers were ſtill neceſſary to the 
Governor General of Bengal; and as the King and Parliament of England wiſhed to repoſe thoſe 
Powers, in the firſt Inſtance, to a Military General of the higheſt Reputation, and a Nobleman 
of a Rank ſuperior to any Engliſhman or-European, who had ever been in India before.—So the 
Right Honourable Charles Earl Cornwallis, a Lieutenant General of the King's Forces was ſolicited 
by the Company, with the Approbation of the King, to accept the Office of Governor General and 
Commander in Chief, with the moſt enlarged Powers that were ever given to a Britiſh Subject in any 

Part of the World.—I have the Honour to remain Second in this Government to his Lordſhip, who 
has this Day taken Poſſeſſion of his Office. I have explained to his Lordſhip fully every Particular 
of the Friendſhip which had been ſo much improved between you and the Engliſh, through my 
Endeavours, and his Lordſhip has every Wiſh to improve that Friendſhip ſtill more, poſſeſſing the 
Powers the moſt ample for that End, —His Lordſhip now writes to you to this Purpoſe, and you 
may conſider his Word as unalterable, and his Eſteem and Regard to be firm and ſincere.
